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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a process for loading a biological sample, classified 
in class 424, subclass 93.21 . 

II. Claims 19 and 20, drawn to a process for preparing a dehydrated 
biological sample, classified in class 435, subclass 374. 

III. Claims 21-25, drawn to a process for loading a solute into a biological 
sample, classified in class 514, subclass 53. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04. MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case, the Inventions of Groups l-lll are drawn to three different methods, a 
process for loading a biological sample, a process for preparing a dehydrated biological 
sample and a process for loading a solute into a biological sample, each of which has 
different steps. For example, only Group I recites fluid phase endocytosis, while only 
Group II recites dehydration of a biological sample, and only Group III recites lowering 
the pH. As a result, these three methods clearly have different modes of operation, 
different functions, and different effects. Additionally, because the different groups 
recite different claim limitations, the search required for one group is not required for the 
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other groups, creating an undue burden of search and examination. Further, the 
different inventions have achieved a separate status in the art, as shown by their 
different classifications. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is clearly proper. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a petition under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
